GERMAN DIARY 
—_—_— Ann Morton 

We actually did it! One after- 
noon we left the United States— 
the next we were settled in our 
apartment .in West Berlin, Ger- 
many. ; one 

(For thé record, “we” are Dave 
and Ann, Morton and children 
Pam (16), Tom (15) and Paul (9). 
For the next year we will live 
in West Berlin, where Dave will 
teach, and travel as much as pos- 
sible in Germany.) 

We flew from Boston to New 
York; it was the first commercial 
flight for four of the family. Our 
arrival at JNK awakened us to a 
problem: How do five people get 
18 pieces. of luggage through four 
airports, on and off connecting 
“buses, elevators, and airliners? We 
looked like an ant colony, Every- 
one else took two pieces of lug- 
gage to its destination while I 
stayed with the rest. Paul stayed 
with that luggage while the rest 
of it was scurried along. In spite 
of it all, one suitcase wandered 
away at JFK, to be tracked down, 
checked on board, and be lost 
ngain by the time we reached Te- 
gel in Berlin. 

At JFK we boarded a 747 for 
our seven hour trip to Frankfort 
over Sherbrook, Newfoundland, 
Scotland. What a sensation to be 
on an airplane carrying more pas- 
sengers than there are residents 
of our hometown. Due to a late 
start, we ate dinner at midnight, 
slept off and on for three hours 
and had breakfast at 3 a. m. (8 a. 
m., Berlin time), The sunrise at 
37,000 feet over the ocean is a 
spectacular sight. We were able 
to glimpse Edinborough, Amster- 
dam and surrounding country be- 
fore the clouds became too thick, 

After a change of planes in 
Frankfort and 4 customs check, 
we were on our way to Berlin and 
the traditional greeting of a bou- 
quet of fresh flowers from the 
Schoo] principal and our sponsor. 
e traveled in two small taxis 
through the cleanest streets we 
have ever seen to our new miod- 
ern apartment. Flowers spilled 
from winddw boxes, and we were 
surprised to seé so many trees 
around,

The ease of shipping made it. 
possible to reach points to the 
south of Bethel including the 
Boston market with locally pro- 
.duced dairy products and meat. 
_ Fraternal orders’ such: as the 
Grange and Odd Fellows, plus the 
Temperante movement, all out- 
side influences, had a profound 
effect on the social and political 
Jife of the community. 

The 20th Century witnessed the 
founding of the Gehring Clinic 
which attracted a large number of 
outsiders to Bethel, Most did hot 
stay but among those who did 
William Bingham If probably had 
the most significant influence 
upon the town. William Rogers 
Chapman, while born in Bethel, 
encouraged a number of famous 
musicians to visit Bethel and en- 
hance its cultural life. Other out- 
side influences that affected the 
town in this period were the Sears 
Roebuck catalog, radio, fashion 
magazines and the automobile. 

During the public discussion 
section of the meeting concern 
was voiced about keeping Bethel 
as it is, a pleasant, relatively un- 
spoiled, quiet community. The 
feeling, persisted, however, that 
outside forces in certain cases 
could be-controlled by the people 
of the town, particularly if they 
threatened to change the land- 
scape or essential character.
